SAN FRANCISCO, July 2.—A civic 


regeneration and municipal 
recon- 


struction plan of great proportions, in- 
volving the placir^g of almost dicitatori- 
al authority over the city in the hands 
of; five business men, was propesec 
by Senator . Francis G. Newlands, .of 
Nevada, and enthusiastically received 
at a dinner given last night at the 
Pacific Union Club in honor of S. S. 
McClure, 
publisher 
of 
McCliwe' 


Magazine, who is a guest in the city. 


Senator Newlands' plan .for the re- 


demption of the city Vv'as heartily sec- 
onded and endorsed by Mr. McClure in 
an. informal address in which he dis- 
cussed the history and. progress 
of 


municipal government in this and for- 
eign countries, a subject on which 
he is an expert. 


The New-lands' plan is in substance 


a modification of the- Galveston plan 
of municipal "•government, introduced 
in the Texas city immediately after 
the great flood because of abnormal 
conditions similar in many respects 
to those which confront San Francisco, 
today. 


Briefly, the scheme outlined by Sen- 


ator Newlands and indorsed by Mc- 
Clure is to call immediately a free- 
holders' convention of 15 members, 
chosen from the- business, commercial 
and working-men's 
organizations of 


the city to meet in open convention 
and publicly discuss the 'retrieving of 
civic honesty and virtue. From this 
convention a proposed charter amend- 
ment is to emanate, in which five men 
are -to be- named to assume tire func- 
tions of a board of supervisors in San 
Francisco for the next four years. 


This board is to have all the powers 


vested by the charter in the existing 
board; power to select either from its 
own number or from outside some 
man to act as mayor; the mayor to 
have full control of all appointments 
now vested in the -mayor; the mayor 
to be subject to removal at any time 
by a vote of the five supervisors; and 
any one or all of the supervisors to 
be subject to removal under a power 
of recall to be exercised by the citi- 
zens by a half, three-fifths, or a. Uvo- 
thirds vote..

The Hunter Creek Controversy 


M 


AYOR KIRMAN'S declaration that the 
essential 


consideration in the controversy over the Hunter 


Creek water franchise is pure water for Reno, and that 
an extension should be granted the Reno Power, Light 
& Water Company if it is honestly striving to meet the 
city's most imperative need, is liberal and public spirited. 
That there is no love lost between the Mayor, and the 
corporation which controls most of Reno's public util- 
ities is well understood. 
But the question of this partic- 


xilar franchise is one which should be determined asido 
from any personal feelings or differences. 


The Hunter Creek project'was approved by the City 


Council because it was believed that it would result in 
giving to Reno a supply of pure, wholesome, drinkable 
water. 
The demand for this improvement was voiced 


by virtually the entire city. Disease and death stalk in 
the wake of the use of the diluted filth which flows down 
the Truckee, and Reno has put up with its enforced use of a 
poisonous beverage just as long as it can. 
By 
ovary 


, consideration of public health, the Hunter Creek pro- 


ject is essential to the well-being of the community.. 
Whether or not it will: relieve, in its entirety, the"condl- 
*

-«. 
tion from which the city suffers is another matter. That 
it will, at teast, diminish the dangers from typhoid, dys- 
entery, and other fatal and wasting diseases which re- 
sult from using Truckee river water, cannot be gainsaid. 


And since the completion of this project 
is 
essen- 


tial to the health of tha community, it is the duty of 
the City Council and the Mayor to facilitate, rather than 
retard, the end so desirable and necessary. 
The courses 


open to the municipal, administration are several 
in 


number. 
It remains for the best to be adopted. 


In the first place, the franchise now.held by the Reno 


Power, Light & Water Company may ba revoked. The 
time limit axed by that franchise for the completion of 
the system has expired, and the grant may be can 
celled. 
But before there is any cancellation, the effects 


of such action are to be carefully weighed. 


If the franchise is revoked, and if the demands of the 


city for pure water arc to be complied, with, it follows, 
as certainly as the ears of a horse follow his nose, that a 
new franchise must be granted to a company, yet to bo 
organized, which will undertake the worK or introducing 
Hunter Creek.water into tha city. 
The delays incident 


to the passage of an ordinance carrying such a grant, 
to the organization of an operating corporation, and, 
more than anything else, to the construction of the 
re- 


quired system by-such a corporation, would prolong the 
delay in providing .Reno with drinkable water by a year, 
at the lowest estimate, and, more likely, by Uvo years. 


This method, of dealing with the situation would, also, 


result in another condition, not at all to he desired by the 
citizens of Reno. 
Such a corporation would appear as a 


rival to the present monopoly. That rivalry would be 
most desirable could it be instituted with any adequate 
guarantee that in the course of a little while It would not 
result in. even more onerous burdens than arc now borne. 
It is the history of rivalry between public service cor- 
porations, performing a like service, that sooner or later 
the rivals are merged. The stronger corporation usually 
swallows the weaker one, or, as in the instance of the 
recent consolidation of city passenger railroads in New 
York, by which a transportation monopoly secured an 
unbreakable grip upon the national metropolis, there 
is a general consolidation of interests. 
Whenever this 


process occurs, there are issued increased amounts of 
stocks and bonds. 
The merged corporations do not put 


forth these increased issues for mere pleasure. 
On the 


stock they plan to pay .dividends, and Interest must be 
paid on the bonds. 
And these increased interest and 


dividend charges are invariably met by laying the burden 
of; them upon those from whom the corporation derives 
its revenue. 


.V None is more familiar with the fact that such con- 


solidation does take place in the case of competing pub- 
lie service corporations than is Mayor Kirman. 
Hs 


started out some time ago as one of the original pro- 
jectors of the Hunter Creek enterprise, only to bring up 
by seeing his corporation absorbed by the Reno Power, 
Light & Water Company. It was the inevitable procedure 
which was followed in that case, and the process will be 
just as certainly repeated, with the people paying the ex- 
penses of effecting and carrying 
the 
consolidation, 


should the municipal administration revoke the disputed 
franchise, and.grant a new one to a new corporation. 
From this pyramiding of public service corporations, Reno 
desires to be spared. It has enough burdens without hav- 
ing this added./ 
". _; 
: 


;J Another factor to .be considered is the, possibility of 


delays 
through' protracted litigation. 
The ordinance 


which it- has been suggested should be revoked carries a 


distinct saving- clause in that it estops revocation if the 
light company can show that delay in completing ,the 
system by July 1 was due to unforeseen and unavoidable 
conditions. It is the contention of the company that the 
delay upon which this question of revocation has been 
raised is not due to any lack of energy or diligence on its 
part. .On the contrary, it claims that it has exercised all 
propar diligence, and that the delay is attributable to con- 
ditions over which it has no control, and which it could 
not prevent. 
Should the light and power company, de- 


siring to retain its franchise, take advantage of this sav- 
ing clause to join Issue with the city, it would bring about 
litigation which could be prolonged almost indefinitely, 
which could be used to defeat the one thing in which the 
people of Reno are. interested in connection with this 
franchise—the obtaining of a supply of pure drinking 
water. 
' 
Mayor. Kirman has it in mind that the light ana" 


power company desires this franchise to lapse In order 
that it may evade those provisions of the ordinance that 
obligate it to furnish .a certain water supply to the city 
free of charge. The Mayor's position in this regard may 
be wall founded. 
On that point we are not informed 


further than as information may be gleaned from 
the 


interview with Manager Campbell, of the light and power 
company, which is printed elsewhere in this issue of 
The Journal. 
In that interview, Mr. Campbell, by in- 


ference at least, makes it appear that his company doe., 
desire to retain the franchise. 
We can easily imagine 


that this is the case. Public service corporations are in 
the business of procuring franchises, and when one is In 
hand, they seldom, let it o-jt of their grasp until they are 
compelled to do so. 


But there is a sane and sensible way far the city to get 


around this entire matter. That is that the suggestion 
which Mayor Kirman makes for an extension of the fran- 
chise be accepted. 
And then, should there be any 


question about the city obtaining fair treatment at the 
hands of the light and power company, the municipal 
administration could at any time proceed to give the re- 
quired 12 months' notice of intention to take over the 
property, and itself pass into the ownership. The inter- 
ests of the city are well protected by this provision for 
purchase by th<s, municipality. 


There is not a single detail of public- requirement in 


connection with the Hunter Creek project which can be 
mot by any action which will delay the. completion of the 
system now under construction. 


Reno needs and must have a pure water supply. The 


quickest and best way to obtain that supply, without 
sacrificing a single public interest, is for the present 
Hunter Creek system to be hastened to completion. And 
anj-body who puts obstacles in the way of the attainment 
oE that end is a poor friend to Reno.

(From the Idaho Daily Statesman.) 


Texas is leading out in another innovation; she has 


determined to establish quarantine against tuberculosis. 
The state health officer has announced he will issue a 
proclamation establishing quarantine against all per- 
sons afflicted with disease in an acute form. 
He takes 


the ground that it is just as necessary to guard the peo- 
ple of the state against, the introduction of consumption 
as it is to protect them from yellow fever or smallpox. 
It has been very well established that the disease is dread- 
fully contagious. In many cases those taking a house that 
has been occupied by persons" suffering from the malady 
are taken down with it, the germ being both 'insideous and 
hardy. 
The proposed action of the Lone Star state will 


serve to call attention of the public to this feature of 
that dreadful malady. No one would think of going into 
a house where there had been yellow fever or smallpox 
until they were certain the germs had all been distroyed 
by fumigation, but no attention is paid to the fact that a 
house may have been occupied by persons who died there 
with consumption. The white scourge carries off an enor- 
mous number of victims, and, in the light of recently ac- 
quired knowledge of its character, it is certain its rava- 
ges can be lessened greatly by the adoption of .precau- 
tionary measures.
